Norwegian Ambassador Addresses Torske Klubben

At their supper meeting on Oc¬ 
tober 2nd Torske Klubben mem¬ 
bers were introduced to Peter 
Graver, Norwegian Ambassador to 
Canada, by Norwegian Consul, 
Arne Johannessen. 

Peter Graver first visited 
Canada as a trainee fighter pilot 
during World War II. In 1947 he 
joined the Department of Foreign 
Affairs, becoming Vice Consul in 
Genova, Poland in 1950, and tran¬ 
sferring to Rio de Janiero in 1951.

He was 
later named Ambassador at 
Nicosia and in 1971 became Nor¬ 
way’s Ambassador to Israel.

Mr. Graver has visited Van¬ 
couver, Calgary, Edmonton and 
Camrose in the course of a 
familiarization tour. 

He spoke favourably of the 
Canadian Northern Foreign Policy, 
which relates to the Scandinavian 
countries, and of the oil situation 
in all the northern countries.

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= AUTOMOBILE 1 ?, ENGINES AND THE FUTURE = 



At their September meeting 
Torske Klubben members and 
guests heard Professor J.D. Dale 
speak on a very interesting and 
current subject — Automobiles as 
they relate to the saving of energy. 
Because of the general interest in 
such a subject, we are reprinting 
the text of his talk. 

The problems faced by 
automobile manufacturers, in 
trying to meet the legislated 
reduction in exhaust emissions 
and improved fuel economy has 
brought on rapid changes in 
automobile engines and the 
vehicles themselves. To meet the 
future requirements more 
changes are likely to come as 
some manufacturers have started 
serious research and development 
on new types of engines. The 
following outlines the reasons 
some engines are presently used 
in automobiles and where the 
manufacturers are looking to the 
future. 

FUEL CONSUMPTION 

The accompanying \ figure 
shows the band of fuel consum¬ 
ption obtained for present day 
gasoline engines as a function of 
vehicle weight. Clearly lighter 
automobiles produce better fuel 
economy and the automobile 
manufacturers are continuing to 
downsize their vehicles to reduce 
the vehicle weight. The engines 
used in the vehicles between the 
bands are all gasoline fuel engines 
of conventional and stratified 
charge type. These engines have 
proven to be very adaptable in 
meeting the fuel economy and 
emission requirements, with the 
conventional engine coupled with 
a catalytic converter for exhaust 
gas clean-up being the most' 
popular engine because of its long 
history and potential for further 
development. The stratified 
charge engines have certain ad¬ 
vantages at the present time in 
terms of ease of meeting emission 
requirements, but they are more 
complex, and expensive to build 
and North American manufac- 
turers-are not convinced that their 
future potential is any better than 
the conventional gasoline engine. 

TURBOCHARGED ENGINES 

Several automobile manufac¬ 
turers are introducing tur¬ 
bocharged engines again after a 
15 year absence. Turbocharged 
engines can have higher fuel 


economy because they are 
generally smaller (less internal 
friction) than non-turbocharged 
engines for the same power out¬ 
put, and they make use of energy 
in the hot exhaust gases which is 
normally wasted, which can im¬ 
prove the engine fuel economy. 

DIESEL ENGINES 

The Diesel engine shows about 
a 25% improvement in fuel 
economy over the gasoline 
engines for the federal test 
procedure, while meeting present 
emission requirements. The 
vehicles with Diesel engines, 
however, have poorer performance 
so that when compared with 
gasoline engines of equal perfor¬ 
mance this drops to about a 20% 
improvement, and when one con¬ 
siders that diesel fuel on a litre or 
gallon basis has about 10% more 
energy than gasoline, the dif¬ 
ference in energy consumption 
reduces to about a 10% advantage 
in favor of the Diesel engine. 

Diesel engines cannot presently 
meet future emission requiremen¬ 
ts and indications are that some 
reduction in fuel economy will.oc¬ 
cur if more stringent emissions 
are to be met. Compared with 
present gasoline engines Diesel 
engines do offer improved fuel 
economy and emission control,but 
they are more expensive to build, 
noisier, respond slower, and can 
be difficult to start in tem¬ 
peratures below -20”C. 

GAS TURBINE 

The gas turbine engine has 
been used in experimental 
automobiles since the 1950’s. Its 
theoretical potential for meeting 
fuel economy and emission 
requirements is very good. What is 
required is extensive development 
on metalurgical problems to per¬ 
mit higher operating temperatures 
to improve fuel economy, 
especially at part load, and to 
reduce manufacturing costs. As 
shown on the figure the Chrysler 
turbine is below gasoline engines 
in fuel economy. This data, 
however, is for an old design 
vehicle and substantial im¬ 
provements have been made since 
this data was taken. This par¬ 
ticular vehicle had exhaust 
emission levels well below those 
of present day gasoline and Diesel 
engines, but not below the lowest 
legislated levels. 


Gas turbine engines are good 
candiates for the future if the 
before mentioned difficulties can 
be overcome. They do offer good 
performance, low exhaust 
emissions, low vibration levels, 
low maintenance, wide fuel adap¬ 
tability, easy low temperature 
starting, and rapid warm-up. Their 
main disadvantages at present are 
poor part load fuel economy, high 
noise levels, and high costs. 

STIRLING ENGINE 

The final combustion engine 
being considered for development 
is the Stirling engine. While it of¬ 
fers very good fuel economy and 
low emission levels, it is at 


present brand new technology in 
the automobile field and is very 
expensive to build and will require 
5 to 10 more years of development 
work before any decision on 
production could be made. The 
fuel economy data shown is for a 
Ford prototype engine which has 
exhaust emissions as low as the 
Chrysler gas turbine. 

BATTERY-POWERED 

ENGINE 

In a few years, the large 
automobile manufacturers will be 
marketing battery powered 
vehicles. These vehicles will be 
primarily for urban use for they 
will not have sufficient power or 


range for extended travel. 

To summarize, automobiles in 
North America will continue to be 
made smaller, using the same 
engines as are available today 
with and without turbochargers, 
but with a higher percentage 
being Diesel engines. There are 
still some unanswered questions 
abolit the harmfulness of Diesel 
engine exhaust which could kill 
the engine for automobiles. In a 
few years battery powered electric 
vehicles will be seriously 
marketed, followed, perhaps, by 
gas turbine engined vehicles. Fur¬ 
ther away are Stirling engines 
which require extensive develop¬ 
ment for automobile use.

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SOLVEIG BJARNADOTTIR 


Solveig Bjarnadottir was born in 
Myrasysla in the Borgafjord area 
of Iceland on May 2,1870. She was 
the daughter of Bjarni Sigurdsson 
and Margret Olof Olafsdottir, both 
of whom came from highly respec¬ 
ted families. Education being im¬ 
portant to them, they made sure 
that all their children learned a 
trade, and Solveig received 
training as a seamstress. 

She married Jon Thorvaldsson 
from Urrida River, whose parents 
were Thorvaldur Erlendsson and 
Sesselja Einarsdottir. They lived in 
Urrida River for some time, and 
their first children, Bjarni and 
Thorvaldur (killed in World War I), 
were born in Iceland. 

EMIGRATE TO CANADA 

This was a difficult time in 
Iceland. Nature was harsh and the 
economy was foreign-dominated, 
so in 1897 Solveig and Jon 
decided to emigrate to Canada. 
Their next son, Helgi Borgford, 
was born shortly after their arrival 
in Winnipeg, and four more 
children followed: Oskar, Laura 
(Jennekens), Margaret (Storseth), 
and Jenny (Brown). 

The moved from Winnipeg to 
Stony Mountain, where Jon 
worked in the quarries. In those 
days very few precautions were 
taken with regard to breathing 
dust; Jon had problems with his 
lungs and his health failed rapidly. 
He died on June 2, 1907, and was 
buried in Brookside Cemetery in 
Winnipeg. 

WORKED IN WINNIPEG 

Solveig, like most Icelandic 
women, was strong and resolute, 
which enabled her to deal with the 
difficult situation in which she 
found herself. She as in a new 
country and didn’t, understand the 
language; she had a new baby and 
six other small children; and the 
family breadwinner was dead. 
Relatives took some of the 
children, and she moved back to 
Winnipeg where she worked in the 
trade she had learned in Iceland — 
tailoring. 

She finally decided that the best 
way to have her children with her 
was to homestead, so she and all 
the children moved to an area nor¬ 
th-east of Lundar. 

MARRIES 

ARMANN THORDARSON 

Armann Thordarson, a widower 
from Akranesdn Iceland who had 
been working as a carpenter in 
Winnipeg, homesteaded on the 
quarter next to Solveig; his paren¬ 
ts were Thordur Sigurdsson and 
Sigridur Runolfsdottir, and he had 
<?ne daughter, Sigridur (Sigga). 
Armann and Solveig married, and 
they had three more children: 
Rutur, Dora (Westerby), and 
Christine (Lansdown). Rutur and 
Dora were born at Stony Hill and 
Christine was born at Suffren. 

Armann was an industrious and 
very intelligent man. He was a 
machinist by trade, but he could 
do almost anything. 




LATER YEARS 

In her later yers she travelled 
and spent time with her children in 
Toronto, Victoria, and Vivian and 
Oak Point in Manitoba. She always 
kept abreast of news from the 
Icelandic papers, and in her 
discussions with others she never 
retreated from an argument when 
she thought she was right. Solveig 
managed by speaking Icelandic 
almost exclusively; she under¬ 
stood English but she never spoke 
it well. 

In her declining years she was 
back in Lundar in a home for the 


elderly where she received loving 
care from the lady in charge, 
Margret (Magga) Bjornson. 

As was the case for most 
pioneers, Solveig did not have an 
easy life. All her sons, except the 
youngest, died before she did. She 
was blessed with good health and 
her mind was keen to the end. She 
died in November, 1958, and is 
buried in Brookside Cemetery in 
Winnipeg. 

(Solveig Bjarnadottir was Gunnar 
Thorvaidson's grandmother, and 
we are indebted to him for the 
above history)

He raised Aberdeen Angus cat¬ 
tle with considerable success. Af¬ 
ter a large sale of cattle he bought 
a steam tractor and was con- 
sequently<one of the first farmers 
in the area to use a tractor for 
breaking land. 

He built and ran a flour mill at 
Suffren, which he later moved into 
Lundar. Because the interlake area 
is not suitable for growing grain, 
the flour mill did not prosper, and 
Armann converted it into a wood 
mill. The main production was 
floats for fish nets, and Armann 
made most of the lathes which 
were used in the mill: 

He built the first hotel in Lun¬ 
dar, and his daughter Sigga and 
her husband, Hjalmar (Lally) 
Halldorson managed it for a while. 

Armann was gifted with musical 
ability, and every Sunday he 
played the organ for the church 


MOVED BACK 
TO WINNIPEG 

Solveig was again a widow and 
had three teen-age children at 
home. Rutur worked hard in an ef¬ 
fort to keep the float factory 
going, but the depression had 
reduced the demand for floats and 
it had to be abandoned. They had 
moved from Suffren to Lundar in 
1916, and in 1931 Solveig decided 
to move back to Winnipeg. 

She lived there for a few years 
until her youngest children had 
left for various parts of the coun¬ 
try to make their own lives. 

TIES WITH ICELAND 

Solveig’s brothers and sisters 
came to Canada in 1901 and went 
to different parts of the continent 
— Winnipeg, Saskatchewan and 
Seattle. Her half-sister, Kristjana, 
married Sigurdur Sigmundsson

In December 1978, Parliament 
changed the Unemployment 
Insurance Program. Changes 
starting July 1 mean that some 
people will have to work longer 
before they can qualify for Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance benefits. 


Have you worked 
20 weeks or more in the 
last year? 

If so, this message does not 
apply to you. Twenty weeks work 
qualifies for your regular Unem¬ 
ployment Insurance benefits and 
for UI illness and maternity 
benefits or the one time benefit 
at age 65. 

Are you working for the 
first time or coming back 
to work? 

Generally, if you are working 
in your first job or you are coming 
back to work after more than one 
year, you will need to work 20 
weeks before you can qualify for UI 
benefits. There are some excep¬ 
tions to this 20 week rule, depend¬ 
ing on what you were doing during 
that period. 


Did you get UI benefits 
in the last year? 

If you got UI benefits in the 
last year, there are new rules that 
may apply to you - unless the 
unemployment rate in your area 
is over 11.5%. The most you will 
have to work to qualify for UI 
benefits is 20 weeks, regardless 
of how many weeks you previously 
drew UI.
